Number of hours usually worked 
each week? (This should pose a head scratcher, for some). What is 
your religion? Can you speak English? To what ethnic or cultural 
group did you or your ancestor (on the male side) belong on coming 
to this continent? 

These are just a few of approximately twenty-six questions to be 
asked at each household this month when eighteen enumerators take 
pen in hand and cover the Griesbach Area for te 1961 Census. This 
team will be selected from local NCO's, each having received train¬ 
ing in this specific duty. 

Why a census? All this may seem to some people to be making 
a great fuss about something of only academic interest. But it is 
not so. The resulting figures are vitally important to government, in¬ 
dustry and social workers. The questions must be limited in number, 
so as to make the taking of the census practicable, but they are so 
well designed tsat the answers add up to a broad, accurate and 
useful picture of the Canadian scene. 

It doesn’t matter where a person lives, the census-takers are 
charged with finding him for the record — in palatial apartmen, btarn 
loft, hobo jungle, abandoned lighthouse or converted chicken house. 

The co-operation of all Griesbach residents is requested when the 
enumerator calls at your home. The questions are simple, so be 
prompt and correct with your answers. It will save you time and 
and simplify the job of the census-taker in your district.

Receive Third Bell 

A ship's bell that clanged the 
time for thousands of Canadian 
servicemen on route overseas, and 
stood mutely-by as they carried 
the fight to the beaches of the 
enemy, will become the proud pos¬ 
session of those it served so well. 

At a special ceremony in Ot¬ 
tawa, May 10th, the bell from the 
Canadian Pacific Steamships Line 
the "Empress of France." was pre¬ 
sented to Col. John Wallis, Dir¬ 
ector of Movements for the Army, 
by the Canadian manager of CPS, 


J. R. Y. Johnston, of Montreal. 

Its permanent home will be the 
Officers' Mess, No. 9 Transport 
Company, Royal Canadian Army 
Service Corps, in Ottawa. As all 
movements of troops are co-ordi¬ 
nated by the Directorate of Move¬ 
ments, which draws its personnel 
from the RCASC, it was thought 
fitting that the bell should be 
placed in one of the messes of 
the Corps. 

The grand old "Empress," was 
commissioned the "Duchess of Bed¬ 
ford", in 1928. In a new coat of 


dull grey, she entered war ser¬ 
vice in 1939. During those gallant 
years she struck a blow for all 
sister ships when she sunk a Ger¬ 
man U-boat and put another to 
flight. 

Escaping with thousands of sur¬ 
vivors from Singapore, where she 
withstood a three-day aerial bom¬ 
bardment, the proud "Duchess" 
went on to play an active part 
in the landing of Canadian troops 
in Sicily as well as carry thou¬ 
sands of troops overseas to the 
battle fronts. 


From the freezing Arctic to the 
tropics, she steamed over 320,000 
nautical miles carrying a total of 
150,000 allied troops. 

With the fighting over, the Duch 
ess of Bedford steamed many more 
miles bringing repatriated service¬ 
men and war brides home. 

Elevated to an "Empress" on 
her return from active service, she 
was to continue her alliance with 
Canada's fighting men. As the 
Empress of France, she has car¬ 
ried thousands of troops and dep¬ 
endents of service personnel tc 


duty with Canada's NATO Brigade 
in West Germany. 

Two. other ship bells have be¬ 
come the possession of the Can¬ 
adian Army since the end of tre 
Second World War. The bell from 
the S. S. Samaria, rests at Head¬ 
quarters Mess in Halifax. The 
other, from the S. S. Scythia, is 
on display at the RCASC Museum 
at Camp Borden, Ont. 

The Empress of France was taken 
out of service by the Canadian 
Pacific Steamships, in November, 
1960.

Designate Dental 
Directorate 

OTTAWA. — In order to make 
the tri-servi:e functoin of the Royal 
Canadian Dental Corps clearly un¬ 
derstood in the professional field 
and by' various interested civilian 
associations, the top appointment 
of the Corps has been re-desig¬ 
nated as the "Director General of 
Dental Services for the Canadian 
Forces," Army Headquarters an¬ 
nounced recently. 

Although the RCDC is a compo¬ 
nent of the Army, it is also res¬ 
ponsible for the dental care of 
the other two services. The pre¬ 
vious title for the chief of hte 
Corps was simply "Director Gen¬ 
eral of Dental Services." Since 
he is an Army officer some mem¬ 
bers of the public incorrectly as¬ 
sume that he has a responsibility 
to the Army only. Present director 
general is Brig. K. M. Baird of 
Ottawa. 

Most military dental personnel 
see service with each of the 
three services sometime during 
their careers. 

The Corps was originally estab¬ 
lished in the spring of 1915 as the 
I "Canaiadn Army Dental Corps." 
Just before the outbreak of the 
Second World War in 1939, it 
was designated as "The Canadian 
Dental Corps" and charged with 
providing dental care for the Can¬ 
adian Armed Forces. In January, 
1947, the word "Royal" was added 
to the title of the Corps. 

A former commander of the Royal 
Canadian Dragoons, Col. Amy is 
now Assistant Standing Group Rep¬ 
resentative at NATO in Paris.

VITAMINS 

The very name Vitamin leads 
to the exploitation of these com¬ 
pounds. They were first thought 
to be a protein derivative, an 
amini. That is, a part of the fleshy 
portion of food. When investigat¬ 
ors learned that this was not true, 
the final 'e' was dropped. The 
'Vit' portion tended to make people 
believe that these are vital neces¬ 
sities for life. They are no more 
vital than fat, starches, protein cr 
any other of the elements that are 
eaten daily. A better name is an 
essential nutrient. 

There are approximately fifteen 
known vitamins, of these 9 or 10 
are necessary for humans. 

Vitamins do not control growth 
any more than other necessary 
foods. Weight and growth are 
often confused. Vitamin deficient 
diets in animals show that the 
animal grows but does not gain 
weight. 

There is a required intake of 
all essential foods including vita¬ 
mins. But we know more about 
the least quantity of vitamins re¬ 
quired than the best amount. 

No vitamin shortage has ever 
been found among the Canadian 
population who eat a balanced 
diet i.e. meat, fish, eggs, milk, en¬ 
riched bread and fresh vegetables 
and fruit. 

The human body is a complex 
machine and is able to adapt quite 
satisfactorily to a wide range of 
vitamin intake. Only when vita¬ 
mins are absent entirely for very 
long periods are any ill effects 
seen. 

A shortage of vitamins causes 
a decrease in food consumption, 
a loss of appetite. 

Many cooks discard the fluid 
from canned vegetables and un¬ 
knowingly throw away those vita¬ 
mins that are soluble in water. 

Overcooking, overheating and 
cooking in uncovered pots des¬ 
troys vitamins. 

There is a popular belief that 
excess intake of vitamins prevents 
disease. This is wrong. An ex¬ 
cessive intake of vitamins can 
cause harm to the body. 

Another popular fallacy is that 
synthetic vitamins are not as good 
as the naturally occuring ones. 
This is, of course, nonsense. There 
is no scientific evidence that nat¬ 
ural or synthetic vitamins are dif¬ 
ferent. 

There are two main properties 
of vitamins. Some will dissolve 
in water, the rest dissolve in oil. 
Those people who insist on a dose 
of mineral oil for "regularity" are 
helping remove the vitamins, sol¬ 
uble in oil, that they require. 

Take a tip. Don't waste good 
money on vitamin preparations 
unless your family doctor tells you 
to use them. You can get all the 
vitamins you need in any grocery 
store in a more attractive form 
| and very much cheaper.
